Store 
owner Laurie Greenwood set up the 
lst condemning the Tory bachbench- 
er’s statements on the suggestion 
of a customer, who phoned to com- 
plain 

tronically, Doerksen’s proposal to 
ban the book coincided with the 
launch of Freedom To Read Week, 
which ended March 7. “I don’t think 
he reads,” remarked Greenwood 
about the timing. 

Doerksen admitted that he never 
read the book, which won a Nobel 
Prize for Literature in 1962. Howev- 
er, the politician claimed that nearly 
200 passsages In the book blas- 
phemes Christianity. 

“Anyone can use a highlighter,” 
commented Greenwood on Doerk- 
sen’s level of research. “If he had 
read the book, he would have found 
that It’s about two wandering Illiter- 
ate laborers. One Is seml-retarded. 
They are uneducated, That’s the way 
Steinbeck envisioned them speak- 
Ing.” 

Doerksen may have a problem with 
the novel’s Depression-era vernacu- 
lar or may simply be making a stance 
for the sake of political opportunism. 
Regardless of the motive, Green- 
wood finds his statements 
deplorable

Terminal addiction 


Losing your loonies in the VLT’s glare

J oe lights a cigarette and plunks 

another quarter into the ma- 
chine. A woman with long black 
hair sits next to him, barely notic- 
ing his movement. She is glued to 
the screen of her own machine 
She sits close to the terminal, her 
legs almost wrapped around its 
sides. Colors from the screen flash 
into her eyes. She dips into her 
fanny pack for a loony. 

Welcome to the world of video 
lottery terminals - or VLTs — the 
“crack cocaine” of gambling ac- 
cording to the Alberta Council on 
Problem Gambling. 

For 25 cents a crack, you can 
play your choice of Joker Poker, 
classic Keno, Double Loon, Super 
8, Black Jack, Jacks or Better or 
Five-Reel. But if you win, don’t 
expect quarters to pour out of 
the bottom of the terminal. This 
ain’t Las Vegas — it’s high tech. A 
slip of paper pops out instead. 
To get your cash, a clerk has to 
punch your ticket through an- 
other machine. You have seven 
days to collect your money. And 
you can only collect it from the 
hotel or bar where you played 
the machine. 

Over at the Blues on Whyte 
pub, Avis McInnis is in charge of 
handing out the money. The 
most she's ever paid out is $250 
on one ticket. She says most 
people don’t play the machines 
very long; they win or lose a few 
bucks and then leave. 

But on this night, Joe and the 
black-haired woman have been sit- 
ting at their terminals for close to 
an hour. Joe would leave his ma- 
chine to answer a few questions 
for me, then turns right back to 
the screen. The woman only stops 
playing to get some more change 
or cash in her winnings. So far, 
she’s won $39.75. She writes the 
total down in a small datebook, 
already filled with numbers. She 
won’t answer any questions until 
she’s finished playing - which 
might take a few hours. 

Joe (not his real name) says he's 
been playing the video lottery for 








about six months. His game is 
Jacks. “I play a game where I don't 
lose a lot, but I can’t win that 
much. If you play the Super 8 or 
the Five Reel, then it tends to cost 
you a lot of money.” 

He says he plays the machines a 
couple of times a week for “a bit 
of fun.” But if fun means losing 
hundreds of dollars, then Joe must 
be having a ball. He says he's spent 
a couple hundred bucks and has 
lost more than he's won. 

Joe admits the games are ad- 
dicting. “There's always a chance 
that you’re gonna win.” But he 
won't admit he has a problem — 
he leaves before I can ask the 
question. 

While Joe and others like play- 


ing electronic games of chance, ' 


there are some who despise 
the games. Ralph Stan- 
field of the 

Alberta 


Council on 
Problem Gambling is 
a staunch opponent of VLTs. 
Forget Lotto-649 tickets or bet- 
ting on the ponies. Stanfield says 
VLTs are the most addictive form 
of gambling, hands down. 
According to a recent study on 
gambling in the province, four 
percent of Albertans are “prob- 
lem gamblers” and one percent 
are “pathological gamblers.” But 
the report's author says there's 
no evidence to prove VLTs are 
more addictive than other forms 
of gambling. Garry Smith says 
that’s because the machines 
haven’t been around long enough. 
“They've only been around for 
a couple of years, so we didn't 
find enough hard evidence to be

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they're the most dangerous 
game,” says Smith, a physical 
education professor at the Uni- 
versity of Alberta. 

VLTs were first introduced to 
Albertans in 1991, when they were 
tested at Edmonton's Klondike 
Days and the Calgary Stampede. A 
year later, Alberta Lotteries start- 
ed installing the machines in 
hotels and bars across the prov- 
ince There are now 
approximately 4,000 VLTS in Al- 
berta — 800 in Edmonton alone. 
Alberta Lotteries estimates there 
will be 8,600 terminals in the prov- 
ince by 1995. 

VLTs may not 
be the 


game 


choice for 
most gamblers, but 

they are giving other games a 
run for the money. Lottery reve- 
nues from VLTs have skyrocketed 
in the last two years, while lottery 
ticket sales have remained steady. 
In the 1992-93 fiscal year, VLTs 
generated $17.4 million. For the 
1993-94 fiscal year, Alan Roth of 
Alberta Lotteries estimates that 
number will rise to $90 million. 
In the meantime, Roth says reve- 
nues from lottery ticket sales 
should ring in at $130 million, 
the same amount collected in the 
1992 fiscal year. 

Smith admits VLTs may become 
the most dangerous game in the 
future. But the only way to find 
out, he says, is to keep an eye on 
those who seek help for gambling 
addictions. 

Thanks to government funding, 
tracking these people will be eas- 
ier to do. In early February, the

provincial government an- 
nounced it would spend $3 
million to fund gambling addic- 
tion programs. The money will 
be administered by the Alcohol 
and Drug Abuse Commission. 
Since the announcement, AA- 
DAC has managed to set up a 
gambling hotline and several 
outpatient programs. 

At AADAC’s downtown treat- 
mentcentre, Bill Waitt has already 
talked to one woman who might 
be addicted to VLTs. Waitt says 
she spends more money than she 
can afford -— and she feels she 
can’t stay away from the machines 

Waitt expects more people to 
seck help as the AADAC programs 
get off the ground. But he says he 
can only treat those who admit 
they have a gambling problem 
And that might prove to be diffi- 
cult. He says gambling addictions 
can be hard to detect because 
there's no drug involved. And if 
someone does spot a problem, 
the gambling addict may just deny 
it. Waitt says some gamblers may 
have to hit rock-bottom before 
realizing they need help. 

Back at the Blues on Whyte Pub, 
Joe zips up his jacket and leaves 
the room. He’s had enough. The 
black-haired woman starts to move 
too. She stands up and looks 
around. Then she begins plug- 
ging loonies into Joe’s old 
machine. &

A U.S. Navy pilot, 
Korean War veteran, and aeronau- 
tics and aerospace graduate of M.L.T., 
he would seem the very embodi- 
ment of reason and logic. 

He is. Newton's view of the forces 
of nature and the universe got Mitch- 
ell where he was on February 9, 
1971, happily bouncing over the lu- 
nar landscape at one-sixth gravity 
“like a kangaroo on a trampoline.” 
Yet that very paradigm, the one that 
has served to propel civilization 
through the advances of two centu- 
ries, may soon be discarded. 

The acceleration in our discovery 
of technical knowledge has “mount- 
ed to a crescendo” and we need to 
train ourselves to deal with it, Mitch- 
ell said as he advanced his 
observations ata news conference at 
the Edmonton Space and Science 
Centre. He was there for three days

contends we now find ourselves, can 
pay its own way. For example, ther 
is no better place to guage the exten; 
of environmental degradation than 
from space, and while the economic 
engine driving space programs is in 
transition from military to more sci- 
entific objectives, so much the better. 
in Mitchell's view. 

The technology incorporated into 
the Apollo program he describes as 
“primitive by today’s standards” and 
yet there is no hint that he eye;

Memories of rape, murder and torture haunt Yugoslav refugees

ikola did not change his facial 

expression nor his posture 
once during our conversation. He 
was grim, slouched in a chair. He 
told his story calmly. 

“They came in the house, break 
everything,” he said in his English. 
“They beat my wife and me bad.” 
His English wasn’t enough, so he 
slipped into his native Bosnian di- 
alect. “They took her from me. I 
could not reach her. I swear, | tried. 
They burned my arm and broke 
both my legs.” 

Nikola described the greatest 
pain to be his own survival. “If only 
I had been taken away,” he said, as 
he looked down. “If only I would 
have reached her.” 

Nikola, like several other refu- 
gees from former Yugoslavia, has 
experienced torture and carries the 
trauma. There is evidence that some 
refugees from former Yugoslavia in 
Edmonton suffer from what is 
termed post traumatic stress disor- 
der, but their number has yet to be 
determined. | have interviewed 30 
former Yugoslav refugees over the 
past four months, and nine ofthem 
admit to experiencing nightmares, 
flashbacks, and similar characteris- 
tics of the disorder. 

Other characteristics of this dis- 
order include depression, 
exaggerated jumpiness response, 
anxiety disorders or panic attacks, 
numbing of one’s ability to feel, 
isolationism, and irritability. 

Due to the sensitivity of the lan- 
guage and ethnicity issue of these 
peoples, the attempt was made to 
ae standard Serbian and stand- 
ard n dialects in the 
interviews. No other dialects were 
spoken at any time and the inter- 
viewer's ethnicity was not verbally 
acknowledged until the completion 
of the interview process for each 
subject, if so asked. 

The purpose of the interviews 
was to examine the new Canadian- 


” ized lives of these refugees and the 


impact these people have on Cana- 
dian society, and questions 
regarding torture and trauma were 
included among others. 

When asked if they “had seen 
anyone killed during the war,” 19 
out of 30 answered yes; also, 12 
confirmed witnessing alleged acts 
of rape, and 24 have “close friends 
or relatives remaining in the 
former Yugoslavia that no lenger 
reside in their homes, are within 
United Nations Protected Areas 
or have whereabouts unknown”. 
And 14 out of 30 admit to being 
victims of torture.

however, with help.” 

According to Fogarty, this loss is 
intensified by feelings of isolation 
and a missing sense of security 
during the transition from a peace- 
ful home to living ina refugee camp, 
and then finally resettling into a 
new culture. 

The initial sanctuary to safety 
often produces what Dr. Fogarty 
terms the “honeymoon period.” 
During this period, “all actions are 
centred on self survival, and that 
whole escape process may block 
the realization ofall they have [yet] 
to contend with.” Reality often sur- 
faces after they are resettled in more 
permanent surroundings, in this 
instance, Edmonton. 

In addition to the experience of 
torture and trauma and the sense 
ofloss, these refugees may also feel 
isolated or estranged from a cul- 
ture that does not understand the 
poverty or terror through which 
they have lived. Fogarty contends 
that “we as Canadians often don’t 
recognize what other cultures have 
had to put up with, particularly in 
war time.” 

Similar to other forms of abuse 
such as rape or child abuse, post 
traumatic stress disorder is a long 
term illness and may occur imme- 
diately after the trauma or be 
delayed over months or years. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Fogarty, the disorder, 
if not treated, may go on to be 
chronic. “As we know from the 
Holocaustand Vietnam, many peo- 
ple are permanently disabled. In 
some cases they can’t work or have 
any marital relationship, or func- 
tion atall, because of this disorder.” 

A complicating factor is the re- 
luctance some people feel about 
seeing a mental health professional 
for fear of being stigmatized, or for 
some other cross-cultural reasons. 
For example, it “may not be partic- 
ularly macho to come forward, to 
talk about one’s problems, anxie- 
ties, or even to talk about the 
traumas.” In addition, there is a 
fear that talking about it might bring 
back the memories and make them 
worse. Fogarty contends, however,

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Unholy trinity of fraud

© you’re in the market for a 

loan. You plan to see yourbank, 
get the best deal you can, jump 
through a few procedural hoops and 
agree to pay it all back over a certain 
period oftime ata set rate ofinterest. 
Pretty cut and dried, right? 

Not so, says Tim Madden, a con- 
sumer advocate and economist 
whose new book, Banking On 
Crime, offers compelling evidence 
that what you see in the Canadian 
financial industry is not necessarily 
what you get. Madden contends 
that there are serious improprie- 
ties in the financial and credit 
system in Canada, and people with 
loans, credit cards or mortgages 
should go back and check their 
contracts thoroughly. 

There is enough evidence of 
wrongdoing in the calculation of 
interest, and in procedures such as 
the front-loading (where service 
charges are levied up front, thus 
increasing the amount of interest 
payable over the life of the con- 
tract), to warrant serious attention 
by the courts and the government. 

“The whole issue began,” Mad- 
den says, “because of a method of 
interest calculation which is math- 
ematically bogus and which up until 
1990 I had constantly attacked be- 
cause of its glaring invalidity. The 
official position of the lenders is 
that there is nothing wrong with

the use of their ‘nominal’ (as op- 


posed to the mathematically-correct 
‘effective’) method and that it is 
simply a perfectly legitimate ‘alter- 
native’ means of calculation that

‘happens to be more advantageous’ 
to the lender.” 

Several legal decisions at both 
lower and appeal court levels vali- 
dated Madden's claim. And then, 
Madden notes, “we discovered that 
the very same questionable prac- 
tice is totally prohibited in Great 
Britain — from 1974, in fact — and 
that Canadian banks, who operate 
branches in Britain, must have been 
aware of that fact.” 

Madden and his partner, Larry 
Whaley, who head the Borrower's 
Action Society in Edmonton, and 
who lead this fight nation wide, are 
adamant that “this whole fight is an 
effort to see that similar treatment 


is accorded the Canadian borrow- | 


er, who is at present victimized by 
this financial sleight-of-hand.” 

The primary manifestation of this 
‘bogus’ methodology can be best 
illustrated, Madden feels, using a 
theoretical example: the financial 
industry's claim that an interest 
charge of2 percent per month com- 
pounded monthly equals 24 
percent per year. 

“That's nonsense,” says Madden. 
“It’s actually 26.8 percent per year. 
You can’t change mathematical re- 
ality to suit a particularly lucrative 
practice. The bottom line is that 
these people have created and used 
a lack of public awareness to com- 
pound the error — literally and 
figuratively — in their favor. The 
result is that Canadian borrowers 
owe these institutions over a quar- 
ter ofa trillion dollars which would 
simply not be owed if the correct 
mathematics were applied.” 

Madden goes on to state that 
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“there is also the ‘small matter’ of 
the prohibitions contained in the 
Interest Act of Canada, especially 
Section 4, which states that should 
the correct amount of interest not 
be disclosed to the borrower, that 
person is liable for interest charges 
of no more than five percent. This 
has indeed been upheld in numer- 
ous lower court decisions.” 
ne of the central themes of 
both The Borrower's Action So- 
ciety and Madden's book focuses on 
a much more all-encompassing fea- 
ture of this problem, something 
Madden calls “the institutionaliza- 
tion of fraud.” He notes that “this is 
not merely a banking issue, al- 
though it would be bad enough ifit 
was. It is, in effect, something that 
involves the politicians, the courts 
and the financial industry, some- 
thing I refer to as ‘an unholy trinity 
of fraud’.” 

This institutionalization of the 
issue, Madden argues, seriously 
affects Canada's ability as a nation 
to control its own economic desti- 
ny, especially given the bleak, 
recessionary, contemporary state of 
affairs. The amount of money re- 
moved from the legitimate economy 
through these means is nearly 
equivalent to the so-called ‘nation- 
al debt’. “If the profits from these 
illegal practices were channelled into 
the government's general revenues, 
then Canada would have neither a 
debt nor a deficit,” says Madden. 

Madden feels that “the govern- 
ment has proven totally incapable 
of dealing with a problem of this 
magnitude, especially since it in- 
volves their friends in the financial 
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industry. Between the 
courts, governmentand 
that same financial in- 
dustry, what you're 
seeing is the same peo- 
ple pursuing the same 
questionable ends, at 
different stages of their 
career.” 

Given this deep-root- 
ed vested interest, is 
there anything short of a 
revolution that can real- 
istically change this 
situation? Madden does 
not see revolution as in- 
evitable, but he does 
think that the Canadian 


people must _ press 
strongly for some funda- 
mental changes, 


especially in the legal system. 

“Government keeps ducking the 
issue,” Madden says, “but it’s not 
going to go away. One would think 
that a government in such dire fi- 
nancial straits would seize at the 
chance to put things right and gain 
unprecedented support from the 
Canadian people, by making the 
financial industry pay back the 
money it has obtained in this ques- 
tionable manner, but it appears as 
though they need a much stronger 
push from the public end. 

“Unless that happens, the prog- 
nosis is not good. As an example, 
front-loading — a deceptive, ineq- 
uitable, thoroughly dishonest 
practice which has no purpose oth- 
er than to misrepresent the real 
rate of interest on the real loan — 
has been made illegal by the gov- 
ernment six times, yet the higher 
courts have consistently refused 
to enforce this. These kinds of 
things must be dealt with if any- 
thing is to change.” 

At the crux of the problem, Mad- 
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den notes, is that lenders have been 
“so successful in what they've been 
doing, and have taken so much 
money, that they can’t admit to it. 
If they are ever forced to, their 
argument will be that they can’t 
pay it back or the financial system 
will collapse. However, ifthe Cana- 
dian people ever figure out that the 
system won't collapse if the banks 
are made to pay it back, then we 
may well be on the path to a resolu- 
tion of this issue. 

“One way or another things will 
come to a head in March of this year 
when a case before the Supreme 
Court of Canada that deals with 
this issue is heard.” Madden thinks 
the court will have no choice “but 
to find in favor of Canadians and 
not the banks.” 

As for the banks themselves, and 
their views on this issue, a spokes- 
person from the Canadian Banker’s 
Association, who admitted not hav- 
ing seen the book, refused to 
comment at this time, saying that 
“the issue is before the court.” ©

Grandparents as soul-mates in a Global Vision 


Before she made her film she had 
negative images of being Chinese. 
Her prejudices and stereotypes 
were forged amidst schoolyard 
chants of “Chinky-chinky China- 
man” and the cultural isolation 
imposed by being a member of one 
of two Chinese families running 
competing restaurants in one Al- 
berta small town. 

When her 87-year-old grandfa- 
ther was stricken with a serious 
illness a few years ago she realized 
she didn’t know much about either 
of her paternal grandparents. She 
had her first meaningful conversa- 
tion with them after her grandfather 
recovered. Her first film, a fascinat- 
ing tale of human drama, love and 
self-discovery, was the result. 

“They were really like soul 
mates,” she says of her immigrant 
grandparents. This, despite the fact 
that they only spent four of the first 
20 years of their “match-made” 
marriage in the same country. 

Her grandfather, at age 13, was 
one of Canada’s early economic ref- 
ugees when he emigrated here in 
1916. He, like other Chinese immi- 
grants of that era, had to pay a $500 
head tax to a blatantly racist Canadi- 
an governmentto get into the country. 
However, it was the government's 
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Chinese Immigration (Exclusion) Act, 
which replaced the Head Tax in 1923, 
that prevented him from bringing his 
new bride to Canada in 1928. This 
blanket policy basically allowed Can- 


| adatodenyaccess to all “undesirable” 


Chinese immigrants, which exclud- 
ed almost everyone except scholars 
and the wealthy. 

He was able to return to China 
for two visits of two years each, but 
otherwise he and his wife weren't 
able to be together until 1948, one 
year after the Exclusion Act was 
abolished. And from that point on 
they spent every day together. “So 
in terms of matchmaking it was a 
pretty good match,” says Wong. 

To Wong, her grandparents ap- 
peared “stoic” and, seemingly, 
unloving when Western expecta- 
tions were applied to their 
interaction. In the film, the St. Paul- 
born filmmaker describes how 
awkward it was to hug them, as her 
grandparents would often respond 
to such an outward display of affec- 
tion with a reserved stiffness. 

“In the beginning it was like ‘I 
hugged them and they don’t hug me 
back and that must mean they don't 
love me.’ By the end of the film 
process I realized that they were 
letting me hug them because they 
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knew I needed to do it. (They never 
said) we love you, we're proud of 
you — that kind of stuff- but! felt it.” 

Her grandmother passed away 
six months ago, just three weeks 
after the death of her husband. A 
love powerful enough to withstand 
65 years of marriage, and even tran- 
scend separation of almost two 
decades, now efters the realm of 
eternity - so far as film and under- 
standing can ensure it. 

“They saw the film before they 
passed away. And even though they 
didn’t say to me, ‘Michelle, you did a 
really good job, we really like this,’ I 
think they showed it more by actual-

nless you've been sentenced

for the last year, you will have at 
least heard of Smile At The Foot Of 
The Latter Production’s on-going 
mission to resurrect the voyages of 
The Starship Enterprise: Star Trek 
Live (playing at Theatre Network 
until March 13). 

The concept is as simple and 
cheap as the original series: Cap- 
tain Bill Wagner and company have 
taken certain Star Trek teleplays, 
and brought them to stage, verba- 
tim. They have also packed the show 
with cheesy dime-store special ef- 
fects and a sense of camp that 
redefines the very word itself. 

The production is a double bill 
of Star Trek episodes, “Turnabout 
Intruder” and “Space Seed.” 

“We have taken some licence with 
the scripts. There is some improvi- 
sation that happens during the 
show. It’s a tribute of sorts. I like to 
think of it as Airplane on Stage,” 
said Wagner, who doubles as both 
Captain James T. Kirk and as the 





show's director. 

Star Trek Live had its genesis at 
last year’s Fringe Festival (the two 
episodes were “Mirror, Mirror” 
and “The Enemy Within,” each of 
which feature two Kirks). Legend 
has it that there were people lin- 
ing up for up to eight hours to 
catch STL. Like many other suc- 
cessful Fringe acts, it was carried 
into the theatre season. 

Wagner already had a William 
Shatner impersonation in his act; 
parodying the series seemed like 
the “logical” thing to do. “I was 
influence by a theatre troupe in 
Chicago (Annoyance Theatre),” 
explained Wagner. “They were do- 
ing Brady Bunch Live”. 

While I admit to not being the 
biggest fan of Wagner’s other com- 
edy pursuit — Free Food and Beer— 
I found myself immersed in parox- 
ysms of my own howling laughter. 
Wagner's impression of Shatner is 
spot-on! Especially when he bitch- 
es it up while the mind of Dr. Janice 
Lester has taken over Kirk’s body. 

Other highlights include James 
MacDonald’s Spock and Declan 
O'Reilly’s crotchety Dr. McCoy. 
Series in-jokes are melded into the 
production (red-shirted crew mem- 
bers have a high mortality rate; 





Lieut. Uhura knits during a court 
marshal), and a special Federa- 
tion Citation of Merit has to go to 
Spencer Mather for both his Mack 
truck driving portrayal of Naviga- 
tor Chekov and the voice of Sulu, 
who is represented as a cardboard 
cutout. Like Wagner’s Kirk, Math- 
er's George Takei would fool the 
most sophisticated of voice-ana- 
lyzing gadgetry. 

Astounding most of all is that 
Wagner admits he’s not a big fan of 
the TV show. “I never watched it 
before, but I appreciate it now. I 
think Shatner’s acting was good. 
He was told to play it over the top.” 
While Wagner and company have 
75 other episodes they still could 
parody, Wagner talks about calling 
it a day on doing STL. 

“Smile does a lot of corporate 
shows that take up a lot of my time. 
Were looking at maybe doing The 
Honeymooners, and perhaps Char- 
ley’s Angels.

or its first-ever production ofa 
Baroque opera, Edmonton 
Opera presents Julius Caesar, by 
Georg Friedrich Handel, March 
19, 22, and 24 at the Jubilee Audi- 
torium. The Baroque era (c. 
1650-1750) was marked, in its op- 
eras, by excess, over-the-top vocal 
gyrations, heroic yet often thin 
plots, and grand spectacle. 
Richard Mantle, general direc- 
tor of Edmonton Opera, hopes 
audiences will be prepared for 
the two important ways Julius 
Caesar will differ from familiar 
opera fare. One is how the 
“action” is staged. The other is 
the use of the “counter-tenor,” a 
male voice higher than tenor, but 
not as high as boy soprano. Three 
principal men’s roles in the opera 
will be sung by counter-tenors, 
including American Derek Lee 
Ragin, who plays Caesar. 
Baroque operas very nearly died 
out. “Nobody could afford to put 
them onany more because they’re 
of such tremendous proportions,” 
said Mantle. “In the last 50 years, 
Baroque work has certainly come 
back into vogue, not just in op- 
era, but in orchestral roles too. 
With this great retreat to authen- 
tic instruments, there’s been a 
renewed interest in the music of 
the period, and I think we can’t 
Ld ASA be Boni, really, of one of 





the opera world’s most successful 
and prolific composers of music 
for the theatre. Handel wrote an 
amazing number of operas (38 or 
more), and it has terrific music.” 

Mantle noted that it has been 
270 years since the first perform- 


lieves in the piece, and that, “if 
we were going to have such an 
unusual event, that the audience 
perhaps would need to be able to 
connect in some other way with 
the work. The subject of this one 
has two of the most famous char-

ance of Julius Caesar. Edmonton 
Opera intends to show what Ba- 
roque opera set out to do, which 
in large part is to entertain the 
audience. “You're certainly going 
to get vocal fireworks in this par- 
ticular opera, and in this particular 
performance, from some of our 
characters.” 

All of which leads to the question: 
why Julius Caesar? What is it about 
this opera that makes ita first choice 
as a Baroque opera premiere? 

Mantle responded that he be- 
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acters in history: Julius Caesar and 
Cleopatra.” 

As for the use of counter-tenors, 
Mantle concedes it will take some 
getting used to. “Maybe no more 
getting accustomed to than watch- 
ing women get dressed up as men, 
trying to play men’s parts.” When 
the revival of Baroque opera be- 
gan, women (including Beverly 
Sills, Tatiana Troyanos, Marilyn 
Horne) did play men’s roles 
dressed as men. 

“The cise of the counter-tenor 





has enabled opera companies to 
put men back into male roles. The 
problem now for the audience is 
they sound sort of like women be- 
cause it’s so high in the register; it’s 
above the tenor, and equivalent to 
the mezzo. 

“There are a number of counter- 
tenors, certainly in North America, 
and of course in Europe, respond- 
ing, again, to this desire for 
authenticity with this sort of music, 
not just in the opera world, but 
also on the concert platform.” 

The opera is co-produced by 
the Minnesota Opera in Minneap- 
olis, allowing the companies to 
share sets and costumes. The com- 
panies had great debates about 
whether Caesar should be a wom- 
an or a man, and we decided we 
would go fora sense of authentic- 
ity and dramatic feasibility, and 
use a counter-tenor. We went for 
Derek Lee Ragin because, certain- 
ly in North American terms, he’s 
one of the fastest rising talents of 
that voice, and he’s now getting 
work all over the world, so it’s no 
doubt more worth his while to 
come and do it for two companies 
than for one.” 

Mantle thinks audiences will 
adjust within ten minutes to the 
sound of the counter-tenor. “It will 
bea surprise to hear this high sound 
coming out of a man, but I hope 
that it will work for them, and it 
won't be uncomfortable for them 
to hear it. It’s just a surprise, and |

DAVID GILMOUR 

An Affair with the Moon 
Random House

avid Gilmour is proba- 

bly best known to 
Canadians as the film critic 
for CBC’s PrimeTime News. 
An Affair with the Moon is 
his third novel. 

It begins by tracing the 
friendship between Christian 
Blackwood and Harrow 
Winncup. Harrow is an at- 
tractive, popular boy who is 
caught in the clutches of his 
dominating mother Fior- 
ence. While growing up 
together, florence decides 
that Christian is good enough 
to associate with her son. 

Years later the two reunite, 
except now Harrow has re- 
belled against his mother to 
embark on a lifestyle of sex, 
drugs and rock 'n’ roll. Time, 
however, does not change 
Florence, who is as conde- 
scending as ever towards 
Christian, now a teacher and 
struggling writer. 

When Harrow is involved 
ina grisly murder, Christian 
becomes inextricably in- 
volved. In the weeks that 
follow their friendship is 
tested, in the end being 
drastically and permanently 
altered. The story takes 
many twists and turns, lead- 
ing to an astonishing and 
powerful ‘conclusion. 

One of Gilmour's consist- 
ent strong points is his 
characters. They are crea- 
tures of an eerie night world 
- a varied bunch of losers 
who are either the victims 
of circumstance or their 
own inadequacies. Howev- 
er, Gilmour makes them 
sympathetic in spite of their 
flaws. Christian has a ten- 
dency to over-indulge in

PHLIPPIN’ AT 
THE IMPROV 


More “serious” music aficionados would 
probably take the improvised repertoire 
of Moebius Phlip with a bowl of salt, but 
that audience isn’t very likely what the 
improvisational quintet is aiming for. In 
fact, their name alone, a play on words of 
the Moebius Strip (a twisted optical illu- 
sion) probably defies conventional logic. 

However, according to the group’s pi- 
anist, Roger Admiral, they do operate 
with some set parameters. 

“Pitches and rhythms are not dictated,” 
he said. “Instrumentation and dynamics 
and flow is.” 

Forless abstract-minded folk, that means 
that the idea behind the material's execu- 
tion has more importance than the music’s 
components, or so we're led to believe. At 
least the group (Admiral, guitarist-pianist 
Scott Godin, woodwind player Ken 
Myers, guitarist Jay Lind and drummer 
Trevor Brandenberg) hopes that phi- 
losophy will come across at their next 
Convocation Hall gig on March (7. But 
how seriously can you take it? 

“It's not something you can take and 
analyze, because the nature of the sound is 
so different.” commented Admiral. “If peo- 
ple are open-minded to whatever happens 
and not have a preconceived standard, 
they would enjoy it.” 


COUNTRY BLUEBIRD 

A year ago, Thomas Alexander was 
dubbed The Canadian Bluebird after croon- 
ing to a posh sushi set in Japan. Now he’s 
the toast of the local country scene. The 
Edmonton singer won a recording and 
video contract with Royalty Records 
and a $1,000 wardrobe after winning the 
latese CECW Star Search contest last 
month at Cook County Saloon. 

For Alexander, whose last release was, 
interestingly enough, a rap single, travers- 
ing styles isn’t all that unusual. 

“l used to sing country before,” he said, 
“and then | became a chameleon to sur- 
vive. I've had to excel in all all those styles, 
so it’s not alien to me.” 

He also was a cover rock staple in the 
’70s, but whatever the genre, Alexander 
strives for one common goal every time he 
usés his multiple-octave voice. 

“No matter what style of vocals you're 
singing, you have to communicate. If you've 
got a God-given gift, you have to share.” 


‘COMBING FOR A NAME

REALITY BITES

No one ever said living in the ‘90s would 
be easy. And noone said making movies 
about life in Generation X would be 
easy. Just ask Cameron Crowe, who last 
made the attempt, falling heavily with a 
little bomb called Singles. 

Neophyte director Ben Stiller takes 
his crack at ‘90s social satire with Reality 
Bites and, like Crowe’s snapshot of 20- 
something's living and loving in this most 
unkind of decades, it fails to make a 
lasting impression. Reality Bites stars 
Winona Ryder in her first role since Martin 
Scorsese's The Age of Innocence, for which 
she was nominated for the best support- 
oie Oscar. Here she plays Lelaina, 
a péding documentary director who's 
busy working on a chronicle of life as a 
20-something by filming nearly every- 
thing her friends and roommates get up 
to. 

Through her lens we get to know 
Troy (Ethan Hawke), the oh-so-deep, 
ever-so-cool and frustrated musician. Troy, 
we're told, has an IQ of 180, can’t hold 
a job, likes light reading on existential- 
ism and, most annoyingly, spouts a 


continuous flow of nauseating credos 
and quotations. 

After Lelaina is fired from her job as 
an intern at a local TV station she meets 
Michael, an upwardly mobile music vid- 
eo executive, played by the director, 
Stiller. Michael is nice but not bright. 
He's the antithesis of Troy, now his rival 
for the affections of Lelaina. 

The clash between Michael and Troy 
is the point at which the story begins to 
unravel. Lelaina must choose between 
Michael, successful despite a lack of se- 
rious brainpower, and Troy, intelligent 
but always the lazy boor. It’s obvious 
where this romance is headed. In Reality 
Bites, to be successful is to be morally 
bankrupt. To be a couch-surfing bum 
gurgling philosophical bunk is to be a 
champion of individual freedom. 

Reality Bites does offer a few good 
lines, a passionate collection of perform- 
ances, and a tasty soundtrack featuring a 
healthy dose of ‘70s classics. But after a 
taste of ‘90s moralism, | was left feeling 
heavy and unsatisfied.

WITTGENSTEIN

Wittgenstein, the last picture by the late 
English director, Derek Jarman, is a bril- 
liant project (shot in a mere two weeks 
for $300,000). It is very theatrical, very 
immaculate, very precise. 

Filming as a studio pooeeane: 
Jarman presents a blank, black back- 
beasea dramatizing the relationships 

tween minimal props, the players, the 
moods, and whimsy. A series of narrative 
moments of the life of romantic, eccen- 
tric philosoper Ludwig, Wittgenstein, 
played by Karl Johnson. The picture is 
definitely not your standard bio nor is it

stract of a man who was a philosopher. 

Jarman provides just a glimpse of 
Wittgenstein’s personality, full of strange- 
ness, passion and complexities, but with 
a light hand, as a general view of 
MA aeleapeig contribution of speaking 
as a language game. 

Derek Jarman concocts a clever lay- 
ered narration with confidentactors flexing 
their techniques. Color and flamboy- 
ance ease the boredom potential: balls, 
sequins, studs, feathers, a green martian, 





arich bitch, a nude with pierced nipple, 
an old ballerina who says to Keynes 
“your brain is as flexible as my legs,” 
Johnnie shining a motorbike. 

Aswith all Jarman films, Wittgenstein 
is about an individual’s struggle to un- 
derstand his or her identity, choices, 
limits, and sexuality. Wittgenstein spent 
most of his life moving away, changing 
occupations, giving away all his money 
to poet Rilke, his siblings, and in the end 
finding himself at Cambridge, dying peace- 
fully at last at home. Jarman tells us via 
Wittgenstein that those who dosilly things 
just might end up with something worth- 
while. 

And Wittgenstein is.

Aheartfelt movie, aptly directed by Rocky 
and Karate Kid director John Avildsen, 8 
Seconds suprisingly doesn’t wallow in 
too much sticky melodrama. Yes you 
root for the hero, and this time a true 
one. Based on the life of rodeo star Lane 
Frost, the youngest member ever to be 





inducted into the Rodeo Hall of Fame, 
the movie describes his rise to stardom. 
Along the way he mentors young kids 
and autographs anyone with a smile, 
while his colleagues just snort the young 
fans away. Played refreshingly by Luke 
Perry, minus the sneer and attitude he 
developed to perfection in Beverly Hills 
90210, Frost is a solid country boy that 
doesn’t drink excessively or fight with 
the boys - a rodeo prerequisite. 

There is plenty of male agony in this 
flick, but not overly pandering. Cynthia 
Geary of TV’s Northern Exposure plays 
Kelly with a southern twang and expect- 
ed role of a rodeo wife, resolute in her 
determination to maintain an identity 
while driving 400 miles to wash her 
man’s laundry. Infidelity themes hit on 
both sides, but watch the picture for any 
resolving. The flick is chock full of rowdy 
action rodeo scenes that are electric. 
The subplots and choice of actors are 
credible for their portrayal of dusty country 
living. Bring a box of hankies for this one. 
It seduces on so many levels, simply 
because no matter how Hollywood loves 
to glorify heroes — the spirit of Lane 
Frost is genuinely felt.

In a galaxy of pop acts who spend 
their career either being a symbol for 
their generation or just trying to be, 
it’s nice to hear a sound that has 
nothing to do with meaning, values, 
issues or anything else. These days, 
every rebel has a cause of some type. 
Or if he doesn’t, he rents one. 

Thank God (or Buddha, or pure 
chance, or whatever) for the likes of 
Beck. With an honest to goodness 
lack of pretense (or tons of it, what- 
ever), Beck lures in all sorts of musical 
animals, strangles them with stream- 
of-consciousness-raising poetry and 
ends up with a haphazard, anti-au- 
thoritarian sound that feels much more 
genuine than, say, reigning alterna- 
tive saviors, Pearl Jam. In fact, Beck’s 
homegrown cacaphony is a truer mu- 
sical portrait of what's going on than 
the soft rock/alternative whining 
known as “Jeremy”. 

Half the tracks in this musical dog’s 
breakfast throb under the overpower- 
ing, opium-laced backbeats, sort of 
like a WASP version of Basehead. Else- 
where, rekindled are the dying em- 
bers of classic Led Zep style country 
blues/folk grave robbing, something 
that got lost in the translation from the 
hazy 60's to the smoggy 90’s. And all 
in all, such a nice break from those 
fidgety, tortured artists with “things 
to say.” You know, the ones with the 
jewelry and the tans. 

Mellow Gold is a fresh dose of disre- 
spect for rigid formbound pop rock dis- 
guised as some kind of cutting 
edge for those who don’t know the 
difference. Is it also, perhaps, the best 
hangover record of 1994?

O’Conor's affinity for the lyrical ranges 
the length and breadth of this record- 
ing. Not recorded with the greatest 
sympathy for the piano, the CD none- 
theless is filled with calm, romantic, 
and introspective playing from 
O’Conor.

In celebration of Team Canada's best 
ever showing at the Olympic Games, 
where they managed to out-shoot, out- 
ski and despite, obvious dangers, 
out-skate their competition, it was de- 
cided that some gold medal dining 
was required to show our 
appreciation. With our patriotic hearts 
bursting with pride, a quick scan of 
the restaurant pages gave no indica- 
tions of any Norwegian eateries in 
Edmonton. Not to be cheated in this 
moment of national honor and dinner 
hour hunger we recalled that Seoul 
hosted the Olympics once and that there 
happened to be a Korean restaurant 
just around the corner. 

The Bul Go Gi House has a stark 
windowless wooden facade which sits 
on a main throughway in a sleepy resi- 
dental south side neighborhood. Inside, 
the decor is plain, simple with none of 
the trappings usually associated with 
Asian restaurants. A bonus for non-smok- 
ers is a divided dining area. The fare on 
the menu features many Korean staples 
like hot pot soups with tofu (soya bean 
curd), the famous Korean-style barbecue 
of marinated meat with vegetables (Bul 
Go Gi ) and a variety of deep fried 
“fritters” and noodle dishes (Tweegin). 
Traditional Korean food features vegeta- 
bles, rice and seafood as main 
ingredients. There is very little emphasis 
placed on fowl or red meats and seldom 
does duck appear on their menu, per- 
haps due to the strange belief that if you 
eat duck, your feet will become webbed.

Chee, both of which acompanies all main 
dishes, quickly arrived. The sprouts 
were marinated and drizzled in sesame 
oil to form a cold, crisp, refreshing 
salad. Aside from the television show 
M*A*S*H, Korea is most famous for 
Kim Chee. It is a common misconcep- 
tion that it is just pickled cabbage 
although there are over 200 varieties of 
preserved vegetables, seafood and fruits 
that fall into this category. This serving 
of fermented cabbage had all the cor- 
rect charateristics of a fine Kim Chee, 
full of garlic and hot chili to give it a 
powerful punch without a burning heat. 

Bee-Beem-Barp is another Korean 
favorite, consisting of steamed rice, fried 
vegetables and a lightly-cooked, sunny- 
side-up fried egg. The dish is presented 
with the egg on top and is mixed in 
with the other ingredients, thus form- 
ing a moist sauce. The sauteed, tender 
vegetables were a pleasant assortment, 
but the overuse of sesame oil drowned 
out the other flavors of the dish. Kore- 
ans use sesame oil with its gentle taste 
as a flavoring and a small bit of the 
potent anointment goes a long ways. 
The marinated barbecued short ribs 
were large offerings of choice beef with 
a sauce that seemed to have more Cana- 
dian influences than a show of Koreans’ 
love of chilies. The final entree was 
deep-fried noodles, which resembled 
styrofoam chips and definitely were an 
acquired taste and texture to adjust to. 
The chicken, shrimp and vegetables, 
fried with the full use of spices, helped 
make the noodles more palatable. 

After dinner, the bill arrived without 
the usual complementary mints, but 
sticks of Juicy Fruit gum.
